The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 



The prior art of record, i.e., U.S. Patent No. 6,986,154 to Price et al. ("Price") and the 
prior art reference made of record, i.e., U.S. Patent No. 7,216,305 to Jaeger, taken singly or in 
combination, fail to teach or suggest a system (Claims 13 and 25) and a method (Claim 1) for 
construction of modular-based interactive programming guide and TV portals, the system 
comprising a computer readable storage medium having stored thereon instructions executable 
by a processor and memory for performing a method comprising the following steps when they 
are considered in combination with the remaining steps of the method recited in Claim 1 : 

determining a first number of block instances available to a viewer in an interactive 
three-dimensional programming guide (IPG) at an IPG computing device; 

determining a second number of available information attribute sets to be presented to 

the viewer; 

in response to determining that the first number is greater than the second number, 
choosing a first mapping technique of at least three mapping techniques; 

mapping the available information attribute sets to the available block instances to 
generate mapped block instances based on the mapping technique chosen.
